The amendment to all independent claims includes limitations that would require further search 
and consideration. For example independent claims 10, 12, 14 and 24-25 have been amended to 
recite that "each of the N A/D converters converting a first analog signal that is supplied through 
one respective sampling switch". This limitation as amended shows that the analog signal of each 
one A/D converters is supplied through one respective switch, which was not presented in the 
claims before the amendment. Similar amendment has been added to claim 15. Since Applicant's 
argument is substantially directed to the new added limitation; the argument is moot in view of the 
new issues that amendment raises.
